A DECISIVE FACTOR? 


| Is the House of Commons last week 


‘Mr, Cworcrinn,. the Minister of 
Munitions, annonneed that we were 
snow turning out more seroplanes a 
week than for the whole of 1914, 
more per mouth than for the whole 
of 1915, and more per quarter than 
tor the whole of 1916, and the 
output in 1918 . would be eeveral 
times the outpat of 1017, Their 
quality in every way had improved. 
He eonfidently anticipated the prim- 
acy of our air service among the 
Allies and increasing superiority over 
/that of the enemy. lr. CHURCHILL
